No 
Man cam COME unto me [fays one, who Perfeétly 
Knew, what is in Man ) except the Fether, which 
bath fene me, Draw bim, Not, that we are fufficie- 
ent of our felves to think any thing as of our felves, 
but our fuffictency is of God. 

They , who allow nothing to Man, are Confront- 
ed with the following Scriprures. COME unto me, 
all ye, that ave Weary and Heavy Laden. O Feru- 
falem, bow often wou'd I have gather'd thee, even as 
an Hen gasbereth ber Chickens under ber Wings, and 
thou Wiuldeft mor.

As fome Scriptures artribare our Converfion to

a Frame out of Matter, that is entirely Void of to 
Exquifite.a Form, what is this butroafferr, that an 
Effect may be produc’d alcogether Unequa! to 10's 
Caute, thac Numerous Foorfteps of Wondertul Ar- 
tifice, of Prodigious Wiidom and Defign , may 
be Entirely Owing to a Neceflary Operation, to 
Blind Mechani{m. But that Seminal Matter con- 
tains the Entire Form of the Animal, Anatomitts 
have Experienc’d by the Ufe of Glaffes. 

And itis no inconfiderable confirmation of Uni- 
voca! Generation, that Eels, which Fifhermen affirm

FUL. He, who is {paring of his good Offices to 
his Fellow-crearures, is Ungenerous : He, who for- 


 bearsto do them Any, is Unnarural : He, who re- 
* fules to Difcharge his Debts, is Notorioufly Unjutt : 


But He, who cares not to difcharge a Debt of Gra- 
titude, is at once Ungenerous, Unnatural, and Un- 
juft. Shall we fay of the Ungrateful, thar they’re 
exceedingly Forgetful ? Natural Forgerfulnefs is a 
Frailty, Bot Inexcufeable a Willful one. And if a 
Willful Forgetfulne{s be Inexcufeable, fuch a For- 

etfulnefs of Kindnefs muft want a name. To be 
always looking Forward, and’ never Backward,what 
a Plainer Difcovery of Darling Self ? It is no un- 
charitable Cenfure to fay of the Ungrateful Man, 
thar his very Gifts befpake his Greedinefs, that he 
beftows them in Fxpectarion, that the Perfons, he 
obliges, will exercife that Vercue, to which he him- 
felf is fo great a Stranger, and return him his own 
with Ufury. His Gifts arethé Gifts of thofe menti- 
on'd by the Poet, who intend their Liberalisy to 
Wealthy Mifers as the Cheapeft Purchafe of a com- 


fortable ReverSon. “And wharcan be Valuable in

Tis Letters from Rome June 29th advife, that 
the Pope gave that week Audience to feveral 
Minifters, and among ‘the Reft to the Marquis de 
Prie, who declaring that he had Orders forthwith 
to leave that-Court, unlefs rhe Brief for the Recog- 
nition of King Charles was not delivered to him, 
has at length received it, which Brief was fign’d the 
26th; and that the faid Marquis diipatch’d the 28th 
an Exprefs therewith for Barcelona: ‘Tis advis'd from 
Turin July 3d chat the Imperial, Pruffian and Saxe. 
Gothan Troops, being come to the Camp at Rivalra 
and Orbaffan, part of the Foot has began to File 
off cowards Feneftrelles, and they are to be follow. 
ed by the reft of the Troops in two or 3 days; thar 
the Imperial Horfe were expected that day at Or- 
baffan, and General Vifconti, who commands them, 
arriv’d there the day betore; that General Thaun, 
who Is likewife there with the other Generals, wil] 
fet out the 6th or 7th Inftant to put himfelf ae 
the Head of che Army; "tis faid that 1300 Men are 
ordered co march back to Enter Savoy by the Val- 
ley of Aofta, while the reft of the Contederate Troops 
will advance towards Brianfoh, by the way of Ex- 
lles and Feneftrelles ; that che day of the departure of 
his Royal Highnefs is not yet fixed, and that the Count 
de Thaun is to command in Chief the Army during 
Ris ablence: The Advices from Namur July 16th 
are, That the French Troops, which are arrived in 
that Neighbourhood two days. ago, from the Coun. 
try of Luxemburgh, are not near fo ftrong as they 


thought, confifting only of 4 Battalions and a Rep}. 
ment of Horfe, which are to continue in that Gar. 
fon,in the Room of the French Troops, which march. 
ed thence the day before towards Mons ; that the Rep 
ot the Troops from Germany have paffed the Maes 
at Fumay, and ’tis faid will continue their March 
to the Scheld by che way of Marienberg and Aver 
nes. From the Camp before Tournay July 18th they 
write, that the Enemy had made a Double Intrench, 
ment to cover the Flank between the Citadel anq 
the Scheld, but on an Approach of a Detachmen;: 
of our Men the 15th in the Night, the abandon’d the 
firft of thofe Intrenchments, and the other the 16th. 
that a good Lodgment is fince made on the inner. 
moft off thofe Intrenchments, and a Battery is raifin 

againft the Wall of the faid Flank, having no other 
Works before it; thac two Lodgments are made at Ge, 
neral Schulembourg’s attack, on two different Saliane
